Most doctors believ e colds are 
caused by v irus, small germs that 
go through the finest screens. Oth­ 
er doctors say colds are the re­ 
sult of an allergy. 
Exposure alone, does not seem to 
start a cold. There must be present 
also the v irus.

His plant disposes of garbage at 
a cost of $ 3.50 to $ 6.00 a ton by 
turning it into fertilizer that sells 
for $ 10 a ton.

In a speech at a joint meeting 
of Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, Jen­ 
ner said: 
“Neither France nor any other 
nation has any right to ask us for a 
man or a gun or a dollar with 
which to resist Sov iet attack if she 
herself won’t fight the Communists 
inside her borders.” 
Jenner, chairman of the Senate 
Internal 
Security 
Subcommittee, 
said that if France “were to rot 
into Communism at the back of 
America’s 
European 
army, 
the 
Sov iets would hav e all the military 
adv antage on the continent they 
will ev er need and the American 
forces in Europe would be out­ 
flanked.” 
He declared that “those who 
spend their time denouncing the 
senators, 
congressmen, 
counsel, 
and staff members” of congres­ 
sional 
committees 
working 
on 
problems of internal subv ersion 
“are pro communist, whether they 
realize it or not.” 
Members of his own subcommit­ 
tee, Jenner said, are not “Ameri­ 
can 
witch-hunting” 
but 
rather 
“hunting rats.” 
He continued: 
“No one has the right to ask 
American taxpayers for one dollar 
of foreign aid, no one has the right 
to send a single American boy 
abroad to fight Communism, unless 
that same person is willing to 
support the fight against Commu­ 
nist subv ersion at home. 
“That goes double for those who 
tell us that our fight against sub­

prestige abroad to an all-time low. 
And it goes triple for those so­ 
called Americans who go up and 
down the world, apologizing for the 
fight against subv ersion which we 
in Congress are making.”

This is one of the preliminary 
conclusions reached by sociologists 
at the Univ ersity of Chicago who 
hav e a three-year study under way 
in Florida. 
First reports on the study appear 
today in the American Journal of 
Sociology in an issue dev oted en­ 
tirely to the subject of growing 
older. 
L. C. Michelon, assistant profes­ 
sor of industrial relations, says 
there is a difference between the 
leisure of the job holder merely 
pausing between work activ ities 
and the full-time activ ity of retire­ 
ment. 
“Leisure of the indiv idual busy 
at work is welcome,” said Michel­ 
on, “because there is the knowrl- 
edge that there will be a return 
to the v ital business of work. With 
retirement, 
the 
indiv idual 
must 
liv e for himself, rather than worry­ 
ing about a job or what other 
people require of him.” 
He added that hobbies a man 
undertakes in isolation are satisfy­ 
ing during his working life because 
it is good to escape the hustle and 
bustle of daily liv ing. 
In retirement, howev er, isolating 
hobbies 
are 
not 
so 
satisfying, 
Michelon declared, since the new 
leisure should force a person into 
activ ities with others. 
The important thing about v ital 
activ ities, he noted, is not the skill 
or time consuming features but 
whether it is in the mind of the 
indiv idual a substitute for work.

So v iet Unio n is p u tting o u t so me fear- 
some statistics ind icating it is gaining so 
rap id ly in ind u strial p ower and p ro sp erity 
that it will o v ertake the United States in 
a generatio n o r less. Ex aminatio n of the 
figu res brings interesting resu lts. 
The Sov iet cites gains of fiv e p er cent 
here, IO p er cent there, in steel, oil, elec-| 
trical. p owrer, co nsu mer good s, etc. These 
figu res are no t imp ressiv e when co mp ared 
to American statistics. 
Fro m 18 40 to 1880 the United States ex ­ 
p and ed its econo my by 7 30 p er cent. 
A tre­ 
mend o u s base was created and fro m then 
o n the statistics were less sensatio nal. Bu t 
fro m 1909 to 1929 the gro ss natio nal o u tp u t 
increased 205 p er cent. Since 19 29 the in­ 
crease has been 259 p ier cent. There is no 
reaso n to su p p o se that in the nex t 20 y ears 
the American o u tp u t will no t co ntinu e to 
increase by IO p er cent a y ear. 
The Sov iet Unio n bo asts that its gro ss 
p ro d u ct increase this y ear ov er last is sev en 
p er cent, co mp ared to fiv e p er cent fo r the 
United States. Bu t the American base is so 
mu ch larger than Ru ssia’s that a fiv e p er 
cent gain here is many times mo re than a 
sev en p er cent gain in Ru ssia. 
In America there has been created the 
mo st gigantic p ro d u ctio n mechanism in all 
histo ry , ifed Ru ssia and its satellites wal­ 
low in a low stand ard of liv ing while the 
masters in the Kremlin bo ast of no n-ex ­ 
istent gains in the economy .

W ASHINGTON UP — If the Ru ssians ev er answer 
an inv itation with a simp le "y es” it will p ro bably be 
the tip off they ’v e changed . It has ju st taken them 
3,000 word s to say “ may be.” 
It was in rep ly to Presid ent Eisenho wer's su g­ 
gestion that this co u ntry , the Sov iets and o thers sit 
d own and talk and try to agree on a p lan for u sing 
some of their ato mic materials for p eacefu l p u r­ 
p oses. 
The Ru ssians said , o r they seemed to say , they 
wou ld talk. Bu t they hed ged . 
Fro m the end of World W’ar II u ntil now this 
co u ntry and Ru ssia hav e been d ead locked on ban­ 
ning atomic weap ons. 
When Eisenho wer ad d ressed the United Nations 
Dec. 8 he p rop osed : 
Let u s talk abou t how to u se some of o u r atomic 
materials for the good of mankind ; if we can agree 
on that, may be we can then go on and ev entu ally 
agree on the bomb. 
The reactio n ev ery where in the world , ex cep t be­ 
hind the Iron Cu rtain, was fav o rable. 
The first resp o nse from Moscow was the bleat of a 
rad io anno u ncer who accu sed the Presid ent of threat­ 
ening Ru ssia. 
Talk wou ld n’t cost the Ru ssians a d ime. Refu sing 
to talk wou ld cost p lenty in world op inion. Either 
the realizatio n of that sank in or they began to get a 
so u r world reactio n on their rad io statement. 
Mond ay , with their rep ly of “ may be,” the Ru s­ 
sians p u t themselv es in the p osition of ap p earing 
ju st as eager for the talks as Eisenho wer, p ro v id ed — 
That’s where they gav e themselv es an ou t. Fo r al­ 
most all of the 3,000 word s they p ro p agand ized abou t 
their p eace-lov ing and intentions and insisted the 
really inp o rtant thing is not agreement on p eacefu l 
u se of atomic materials bu t on banning the bomb. 
They said they ex p ect the United States to d o some 
mo re ex p laining—before there are talks—on what Ei­ 
senhower has in mind becau se, they said , he wasn’t 
clear enou gh in “essential p arts.” 
If they get su ch ex p lanatio ns, and d o n’t like them, 
they can make accu satio ns against the United States 
and refu se to talk. 
. 
Bu t if the talks began, the Ru ssians said , they 
want those taking p art to “u nd ertake” p led ges not 
to u se the bomb. 
This wou ld bring the talks right back to the ban on 
ato mic weap ons, the p oint on which there has been 
no agreement and which Eisenho wer tried to by p ass 
temp o rarily to get agreement on p eacefu Pu se of the 
atom.

Ba lk y GI Writes 
Wife He Is Rig ht 
In Co mmunism 


TOKYO UP) — A y ou ng American 
war prisoner who refu sed repatria­ 
tion and stay ed with the Reds 
wrote his Japanese wife today that 
“ I .my self, hav e the ideas of a 
Commu nist and I know they are 
right.” 
Little Ky oko Araki blinked back 
the tears as she read the letter 
from the Tex as soldier she m ar­ 
ried in 19 49 —and who say s it is 
impossible for him to retu rn to 
her. 
Pfc. Clau de J. Batchelor, 24, of 
Kermit, Tex ., adv ised Ky oko in a 
letter relay ed by The Associated 
Press to go to the Japanese Com­ 
mu nist party and ‘‘hav e confidence 
in what they say .” 
He said he hopes they will oe to­ 
gether again soon. 
Batchelor is one of 22 Americans 
held 
in 
the 
neu tral 
zone 
who 
stay ed with the Commu nists. His 
letter was a reply to one Ky oko 
passed 
by 
Indian 
soldiers 
who 
gu ard the relu ctant prisoners. 
‘‘I don’t u nderstand, I don’t u n­ 
derstand,” the tiny Japanese girl 
sobbed. ‘‘He say s he wants to see 
me and his friends and go to the 
places we u sed to go. 
‘‘He may be a Commu nist now— 
he’s been in prison camp so long. 
' Bu t if he came back here he wou ld 
forget it soon. Very soon.” 
The letter combined the words 
i of a lonesome soldier to his wife 
and phrases of Commu nist dogma. 
Batchelor 
wrote that he was 
‘‘homesick for the parties we all 
u sed to go on together. And I also 
long to stroll along the Senzoku 
Lake with y ou once more. Bu t as 
I said circu m stances make it im ­ 
possible for that now.” 
! 
‘‘I hav e learned that happiness 
; does not come with money as I 
u sed to believ e bu t that it come 
from a stru ggle born ou t of man­ 
kind fro mthe shackles of wars and 
capitalist ex ploitation,” he added. 
Throu ghou t the long letter, Bat­ 
chelor intimated he had a plan to 
be with Ky oko again—possibly in 
, a Commu nist cou ntry . 
Ky oko said she wou ld not go to
